Heretofore the newspapers in K'un-ming have not dareé to print anything
unfavorable concerning the government, the activities of bandits being one of
the types of news suppressed from publicatiom. Lately, however, the newspapers
nave given greater coverage of increasing bandit activities throughout western
Yunnan, as follows:

K'un-ming -- Several nundred bandits recently attacked the famous Ch'iung-cay
Monastery, located less than 10 kilomoters west of K'un-ming, <o pilfcr rice from : .
the granary. Despite official denials of trouble in this area, the workers
of nearby power plants aud faoturies are removing their families to K'un-ming

brewing, it is esaid that seven districts under the Jurigdiction of the haiem
zagisirete ure now refusing to cbsy his orders.

Chen-nan -- One of the causes for unrest in this araa stems from the
sffort of the government to abolish poppy cultivation. As a result, anti-
government elements are gaining vide followers t- appealing to the masses.
Actual banAlt activities, such as rohbery, etc., ars beiug suppressed by
the psople themseslves.

Pta-p'eng -- Cpporition to the gnver-mut's effort <o suppress poppy
caitivatian is being led dy Wen Shih-min, it is reported that roddery is
lirited to tru seizure uf firearms.
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Hslang-yun'--"It is reported that the ‘opposition to the government's’’
effort to suppress poppy cultivation is being led by Yany Wen.ch'ing,
an older brother of the chief of the Provincial Civil Affairs Bureau.
However, conflicting report states that a man named Li was the actusl lesder.

Fong-i -- The main cause of unrest in this ares stems from the people’s
) resentment sgainst government effart to curd poppy sultivation. It ia
bEa said that telsphome service is now being constantly interrupted by the
: bandite' tearing down of poles or wire-cutting.

Yun-lung -- Despite increasing dbandit activities, the officials are )
continmuing to rerute the claim that there im any political stgnificance T -
to the activitles, On 16 March the viilage of Shih-men-ching was suddenly

. placarded with slogans, "Support Mac Tge-tung,” "Oppose conecription
SR and taxation", etc., which were torn down by the police.

Pac-shan ~- Although no outbreak hus been reported to date, there
are rumors of 1mpend.1ng danger. A K'un-ming newspaper reported on 11
March 1949 that 64 heien maglstrates have resigned from their posts.,

Yun Hsien -- A majority of the rich in this area are opium dealers, the
moet notatle being Chao Cheng-yusn, who has held the poeitiom of superin-
tendent of education. Recent uprisinge resulted in the removel of the
hsien magistrate, who was replaced by an homest and loyal ¢itizen of the
area. It ls guite evident that the ricters maintain & close liaison
with dissident groups of other areas.
